1. Applicants are requested to amend the specification to update the status of the parent 
applications. 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 
CFR 1. 17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible for 
continued examination under 37 CFR 1. 1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e) has been 
timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 

CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 4-14-03 has been entered. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 30,38,43,46,52,58 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 30, "TiO" should be "TiO/. 

Claim 38 fails to clearly set forth an active process step. The terminology "from a melt 
composition and collecting the fibres" is confusing. 

Claim 43, "the lung", "the environment" lack antecedent basis. 

Claim 46, lines 3,4 it is suggested to replace "the or each" with "one or more". Also "the 
melt viscosity", "the solubility", "the environment" and "the lung" lack antecedent basis. 
Claim 52, "the lung", "the environment" lack antecedent basis. 
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Claim 58, (F) is outside the range of A1 2 0 3 set forth in line 4 of the claim. Furthermore, 
(D) limiting the amount of FeO to below 10% is already a limitation in the claim. 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 45 and 58 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. . 

Support for the limitation "the sintering temperature of the fibres in mineral wool formed 
from the fibres is at least 800°C" cannot be found. 

7. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

8. Claims 3058 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Massol et al and Lakatos et al "Viscosity and 
Liquidus ", each taken alone, for reasons of record. 

Applicants have not made any specific arguments as to why the rejections have been 
rendered moot. The patentability of the instant claims must be determined, not those of the parent 
applications. It is maintained that the prior art references teach compositions that fall within the 
claimed ranges.
